IF PROPERLY PRODUCED IT 


EQUALS COMB IN *LAVQR. 


A Widespread Prejudice Against the 


Article Sot Without Reason Owing 
to tlie-Tact That a 'Large Per dent- 
age Is Mixed With Glucoec.

Bays: 


Extracted honey, 
if properly 
pro- 


duced and handled, is fully equal to 
comb houet 'in tia'vor and fn every oth- 
er way, in fact, "tor table "use, except 
that ft is not so ornamental. There is 
a widespread prejudice 
against ex- 


tracted honey, not without catlse eith- 
er, ns a large percentage ot 'that op 
the rndrkct has been tamepred 
with 


and IB not pure honey, but a mixture 
of glucose, &c. Again, strained 
and 


extracted 
honey 
are 
confounded. 


Strnined honey Is taken from the comb 
by compression and is mixed with pol- 
len and often with smashed bees and 
brood, and the result is a miserable 
mess, so that, if a person once buys it 
for extracted honey, ue will after that 
always, shun anything labeled extract- 
ed honey. Then again, there is much 
inferior extracted honey on the market 
which is not sill-prisms, as the 
bee- 
keeper can produce 
about 
one-third 


more of an inferior article than of a 
superior one, while quality does not 
count in the general market. As honey 
Is graded as light or dark, flavor does 
not count, only color. 


Comb honey brings about twice as 


much as extracted. To produce extract- 
ed honey does not cost quite as much 
as to produce comb honey, but it costs 
considerable more to produce the fine, 
well-ripened, 
delightfully 
flavored, 


smooth, oily article lor table use than 
to produce that thin, green, strong, 111- 
ilavorcd article that can be used only 
in baking, &c. To produce a really fine 
article, we must allow the bees fully 
to ripen the honey, and while they are 
doing this they usually cap most of it. 
thus it can be seen that the bees must 
employ their time and energy in giving 
it the finishing touches that make it 
what tradition paints it— one of the 
finest food luxuries of the world, or, 
aw a poetically inclined writer says: 
"The amber richness garnered in the 
comb is a distillation of composite na- 
ture— s\ brow of flower-life and 
bee- 


life indescribably characteristic of both 
flower anil bee." Had ho tasted some 
of the stulT called honoy at the corner 
grocery, no doubt his fancy would have 
taken a different turn. 


If we extract the honey or noctar as 


soon as gathered, the bees can use all 
their energy of gathering and we can 
extract without 
uncapping, 
which 
saves considerable time. 
At present 


-prices tlic temptation is often too 
strong for the bookkeeper and the re- 
sult is artificially riponod honey which 
is no honoy at all, but an insipid swoet 
that has lost all the aroma of the flow- 
ers and the hive atmosphere 
during 


the process of evaporation. Aster honey 
tor example, if extracted green has a 
strong biting almond flavor and is not 
fit to eat; but some years ago we had 
a very late fall and the bees ripened 
up a lot very nicely which I extracted, 
and exports pronounced it equal to tlio 
finest Imsswoort bouey. 


As soon as the honey is extracted, it 


should be put into air-tight vessels, and 
the fine aroma will be preserved. Tin 
cans with a screw cap are most conve- 
nient, but 1 prefer a tin pail with a 
rather deep lid slipping over the out- 
side which 1 seal with hot wax and 
then paste the label right 
over 
the 


joint so the pail cannot be opened un- 
less my label is broken. 1 prefer this 
pail because the honey can be cut out 
without heating as much; 
honey 
is 


ruined by overheating in 
liquefying. 


Good honey will nearly always candy 
at the approach of '-old weather, and 
nuin.\ people, if they once taste it in 
the candied condition, prefer it in that 
way, and the pail is the ideal recepta- 
cle to get the candied honey out. After 
the honey is out the vesel can lie util- 
ized by the consumer, and this is ap- 
preciated by my buyers. I have often 
noticed people who bought honey in 
cans with screw caps when the honey 
would not flow setting the can on the 
hot stove; this wil in a very short 
time ruin the finest honey. Where the 
honey can be cut out 'in ^a beautiful 
curled slice this will not occur.

inet, only three of the members who' 
entered l|?at the beginning of the Ad- 
ministration remain, namely, Me^srsi 
Gage, Long and Wilson. Never before; 
It is said, have there been so many 
changes in,a President's Cabinet dur- 
ing the first three years of his term. 


Six Cabinet officers have retired from 


President .McKinley's Cabinet since 
March 4. 1897. The first to resign was 
Attorney-General McKenua, wlio:'"wa'b 
appointed a Justice of the• Supreme 
Court Bench, and left the Cabinet to 
accept this,-place. Postmaster-General: 
Gary retired when war was declared, 
•nd soon afterward Secretary Sherman 
left the State Department, on account 
•f ill health. When peace was de- 
clared,, Secretary Day, who had suc- 
ceeded Secretary Sbei'nlSfl, retired-, to 
take the place at'the head bf flie Peace 
Commission, making the fourth with- 
drawal. 


Secretary Bliss retired for business 


reasons last fall, having stood by the 
President during the war and seen its 
successful termination. Now, Secre- 
tary Alger hands bis resignation to the 
President, and It Is accepted, making 
the sixth of the original eight to re- 
tire.

Men have doubtless been 
fishers 


from very remote times; hunger would 
teach them to catch flsh UH well at» to 
hunt iniuimialK, but while the eviden- 
ces* of the latter are BO abundant In the 
shape of 'stone we'nixma, the weapons 
or vimpllrnents used for catching flsh, 
being made of less durable material, 
have disappeared.

COSMICAL THEORY. M 


Original Nebula? Become Condensed 


* 
' 
/ 
by Gravity Into a Globe. 


The cosuiical theory, which may be 


pa ill to be tho most generally accept- 
ed by scientists at the- present time, is 
substantially as follows: That the or- 
iginal nebulae In a vast space of time 
became condensed by gravity and rad- 
iation into a semi-gaseous and seini- 
lifjuid globe, and, cooling, caused a 
solid crust to form upon the surface; 
ptehm and other gases which had been 
thrown off from the seething mass was 
precipitated in the form of water con* 
t:ilnlu£ immense quantities of solids in 
solution, these solids falling to the bot- 
tom of tho liquid covering of the globe, 
and thus lu ages becoming a solid shell 
of primmordial rock, internal fires, still 
burning, heaved-thf- wca'ker pcfrlion of 
that shell into stupendous mountains 
by the later actions of the waves and 
glaciers. Following this, as an inevit- 
able sequence, forms of vegetable life, 
which could cling to rock and derive 
their food from the air, grew upon the 
barren land thus created, and higher 
vegetable objects grew out of their 
lower predecessors: after which came 
higher vegetable life Iliat fed, lived 
ami developed upon the life which pre- 
ceded it.

Vanishing 


Steadily and 
rapidly the Lake of 


Terlazo, in Southern Tyrol, has been 
dwindling since the beginning of this 
century. 
In 1837 the greatest depth 


was 14 metres, the average depth 2 me- 
tres. 
These depths are now only 9.5 


metres and 1.8 metres, respectively. A 
broad bar or shoal, with a depth of 
only 2 metres, runs from one eide to 
the other, and it is likely that within 
a short time the continued subsidence 
of the water will replace the old lake 
by two smaller ones. Seepage, or es- 
cape by subterranean channels, is be- 
lieved to he the cause of the subsidence. 


The same process is going on in 


Lake Rikwa, also called Lake Leopold, 
in Africa. 
The lake in 1891 had an 


area of only ninety square nailes. It is 
surrounded by extensive marshes, and 
not only these, but large areas near 
by; now covered with luxuriant vege- 
tation, were formerly included in tlie 
lake, according to the natives. 
The 


whole region is still impassable in 'the 
rainy season. ' 


Fight to the Death Between Herons. 


A heron, which, had been fishing in a 


pond near Milton House, at Milton. 
Park, Peterborough, England, captured 
a fine fish. which it brought up strug- 
gling at the end of Its long bill, when 
another heron, which had been -watch- 
ing from the shore, plunged into the 
•water and tried to tak* away the fish. 
A desperate combat -ensued, as both 
birds were full grown and powerful. 
They fought with bill and wing, de&l- 
ing out hard knocks rapidly, and utter- 
ing shrieks of anger. 
So furiously 


raged the duel that the combatants 
raised a cloud of feathers round them. 


Suddenly 'one rolled over, and the 


other, uttering a victorious "frank," 
the heron's peculiar cry, and gathering 
up its long legs, soared to the trees, 
where it began preening its disordered 
plumes. 
An examination proved that 


the other bird had been killed outright, 
and it was the would-be robber, too. 


Overrun Ry Big Snails. 


•Snails of a strange variety 1m o 


made their appearance at Osgood, and 
11 is supposed they are brought from 
some Eastern conservatory in llowers. 
They are verv long, some measuring 
six inches in length. They have mul- 
tiplied until there are thousands of 
them. A number of wolls and cisterns 
have ben destroyed and some persons 
now keep a ring of salt around their 
wells to preserve thorn from their rav- 
ages. They are now trying to exterm- 
inate the snails, and snail hunts take 
place nightly, 000 person often catch- 
Ing from 300 to 400. Where the snails 
crawl over the grass they leave a phos- 
phorescent glow, by which they can be 
traced, says tho Indianapolis Soutinal. 
When found they sprinkle salt on 
them, which kills them almost instant- 
ly. 


Squirrels Take a Bath. 


Officer Lovelace made a discovery 


of some interest at Columbus, O., in 
reference to the State House squirrels. 
Every morning, just about daylight, in 
the extremely hot weather, he noticed 
a troop of six to eight, sometimes 
more, of those alert little creatures go- 
ing down Sato street toward tho west 
on a big telegraph cable. The officer 
was Interested, and
